FARMING FOR THE FUTURE 


How are you farming your land? 
This question demands serious con- 
sideration in these days of limited 
land resources * and increasing 
population. 

G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soil 
Conservation, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, that to con- 
serve our must learn to 
werk with nature instead of against 
her. The principles of natural soil 
conservation must be followed and 
needless loss of moisture and pliant 
food prevented. Cropping practices 
must be used that will restore fer- 
tility to the land. The man who is

SOIL TEST BEST FOR 
SOME ELEMENTS 


The fertility of the soil on many 
Canadian farms has become badly 
reduced from cropping, 
says G. W. Michael. Associate 
Chief_Fertilizers, Plant Products 
Division, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa. Some soils 
may have become deficient in one 
or more of these lesser plant foods 
for certain crops, but before buying 
them either singly or in mixtures, 
the soil should be tested to deter- 
mine whether any deficiency exists 
and whether there is a real need of 
applying them.

THE FIRST 
FALLOW OPERATION 
(Lethbridge Experimental Station) 

Summer-fallowing time is here 
again and with it comes the ever 
serious hazard of soil drifting. Of 
all the soil drift control measures, 
trash cover is the most effective. 
The first stroke on the summer- 
fallow can be the deciding factor 
as to whether or not there will be 
sufficient trash to provide year- 
round protection. 

The blade type cultivator or the 
one-way disk are used extensively 
for the first stroke at the Dominion 
Station and on sub- 
stations throughout Southern Al- 
berta. The depth of the operation 
is determined by what implement 
will be used for the second stroke. 
If it is planned to use a rod weeder 
the first operation should be about 
four inches deep so that the rod 
weeder will work properly. 

When it is planned to follow the 
with a one-way or blade,the 
depth should be no deeper than re- 
quired to do good work. This is also 
true when the one-way precedes the 
blade or one-way. The second stroke 
following the blade or one way 


| should be slightly deeper than the 


first stroke. Only in exceptional 
circumstances has the one-way disk 


been used for more than two oper. 
| ations, 


Speed of operations is important 
in trash cover fallowing. The blade 
cultivator does its best weed killing 
at high speeds and it is one of the 
few implements that does not bury 
too much trash at high speeds. 
Using a one-way disk or the duck- 
foot cultivator at speeds over three 
and a half miles, usually results in 


|}much of the trash being buried,with 


the result that there igs much less 
protection against wind erosion. 
Long time records show that 


|there is less wind during June and 
| July 


than there is in the fall or 
early spring. In order to have suf- 
ficient protection throughout the 
year, it is essential to maintain a 
good trash cover that will carry 
through into the fall and spring. 


DIRECTION OF LUGS ON 
{MPLEMENT TIRE 

Ek. B. Martin, Extension Agricul- 
tural {engineer for the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, advises 
of a very pertinent question that 
arose during the course of one of 
the Tillage Machinery Field Days, 
held this summer by the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. 

The question referred to the cor- 
rect way to run the lug type rubber 
tire on the one-way dise power lift 
wheel.
